JEWISH LIFE AND THOUGHT. 

The Jewish people have been subject to 
so much misrepresentation and hostility, 
even to this day, that fair-minded persons 
will welcome a book which lets us see what 
the Jews are from within. The author, 
whose pen-name means “Son of My 
People,” writes wit! affection and pride 
of the religion and customs of his race, 
and, if the note of d-fence and apologetic 
is sometimes evident, that is inevitable, 
and it is never bitter or provocative. 

Benammi repudiates the modern charge 
—the latest to be laid at the door of the 
Jews—that they are revolutionaries, and 
that the leading Bolsheviks are Jews, He 
regards it as a wicked and absurd charge. 
He examines the causes of that sinister 

henomenon, anti-Semitism, and attri- 

utes it, first, to the success of the Jew— 
a success out of all proportion to his 
numerical insignificance, and arousing 
jealousy. Further, he acknowledges “ the 
disgust engendered by Jews who fall away 
from the high moral standard which 
Judaism demands.’’ He has in mind par- 
ticularly “the disagreeable type of Jewish 
money-lender.”’ : 

Possibly the deepest cause of anti- 
Semitism is the feeling that Jews are 
aliens. Benammi quotes the Spectator’s 
condemnation of the appointment of 
Lord Reading to India because he 
was “not merely a man of Jewish blood, 
but a man of the Jewish religion, 
and. therefore, necessarily a man with a 
double allegiance.’

IRELAND IN REBELLION, 
“Ireland in Rebellion” is a translation 
of “L’Irlande Insurpée,”’ a boo 
first appeared in the form of articles in 
French newspapers during 1920-21. It is, 
on the whole, a fair account of the bleod- 
stained struggle between the Irish and 
English armed forces during the years of 
strife from 1916, with a sympathetic lean- 
ing to the Irish side. The author shows a 
competent knowledge of the situation and 
of the chief parties in Ireland. But when 
he identifies the Orangemen with “ the 
Protestant immigrants from England or 
Scotland that had settled in the North- 
East corn@ of Ireland,” he is lacking in 
precision. The number of Northern Pro- 
testants in the Orange Society is, in fact, 
comparatively small, and includes very 
few of the industria] middle classes or the 
substantial farmers. Nor can it be main- 
tained that the inveterate opposition to 
Home Rule and to the later Republican 
movement on the part of Northern Pro- 
testantism is due to the Orange Society. 
it is, in truth, due to an innate and deep- 
seated. distrust and fear of the Roman 
Catholic majority in Ireland—a feeling 
which, alas! the events of the last three 
years have done nothing to remove. We 
believe that it might removed, and, 
perhaps, sooner than the pessimists sup- 
pose possible, but not by the methods of 
gunmen and raiders.

The forty-eighth annual report, which was 
read and adopted at the meeting of the Hiber- 
nian Band of Hope Union held on Tuesday, 
drew attention to the difficulties under which 
the Union had laboured during a year fraught 
with so much political and social upheaval. 
The activities of the Union, it stated, were 
necessarily restricted, and in some directions 
the Committee felt that but slight progress 
could be shown. The number of schools visited 
since the last meeting was 68, with an attend- 
ance of 2,800 pupils. Under the Temperance 
Education Board, the usual examination was 
held in the spring, and a large number of 
schools in Dublin and neighbourhood entered, 
resulting in success to many of the children. 

The report referred, in an preciative 
tribute, to the death of Mr. Albert E. Brunton, 
who had been one of the honorary secretaries 
of the Union since 1897, and added that Mr. 
Frederick T. Eason had undertaken the office of 
honorary secrctary, wih Mr. George Elliott, 
J.P.; and that Alderman J. Hubbard Clark, 
J.P., was treasurer with Mr. J. Marshall Butler, 
J.P., in place of Mr. F. J. Morton, who re: 
signed.

According to the Press Association, three 
shocking crimes have been committed at 
Dunmanway, Co. Cork. 

At about midnight on Wednesday 
a party of armed men visited the town, 
and firing went on in the streets for several 
hours. The inhabitants believed that an 
attack was being madeon the local barrack, 
but when morning came they found that 
three of their fellow-citizens, all of whom 
were well known, had been shot dead, é 
virtually inside their own doors. 

The victims, who are stated to have 
been of a different religion from. the 
majority of the community, were Mr. F. 
Fitzmaurice, an old and respected solicitor 
practising in West Cork; Mr, D. Gray, 
a chemist; and Mr. T, Buttimer, a retired 
draper. 

It is reported that two others were 
wounded.

HUNGRY. RUSSIA AND 
ANGRY GERMANY.

Speaking at the Anglo-American Press 
dinner in Genoa on Wednesday night, Mr. 
Lloyd George drew a very grave picture 
of the European situafion. He said that 
the object of the Genoa Conference was 
to clear up the political difficulties, which 
were full of menace, and he compared 
Europe to a seething racial lava, which, 
like the earth’s ctust, was seeking its 
proper level. This adjustment was full of 
peril. | | 

He emphasised: the fact that Europe 
must take cognisance of a hungry Russia, 
which would be equipped by an angry 
Germany. ‘The world must reckon with 
the fact that Russia and Germany com- 
bined contained over two-thirds of the 
people of Europe. Their voice would be 
heard, and the Russo-German treaty was 
the first warning. | 

As proof of the danger, the Prime 
Minister quoted the fact that there was 
no frontier line from the Baltic to the 
Black Sea, including the Rumanian, 
Galician; Polish, and Lithuanian frontiers, 
which was accepted,

“I wish,” added Mr. Lloyd George, “ that 
pose.

"America is not here, so Europe must do her 
best to solye her problems in her own way.” 

Mr. Llord, George expressed the opinion that 
the disorganisation of Europe would affect the 
entire world, including America. He was, 
therefore, amazed at people who ignored the 
portentous issues facing Europe to-dar. Unless 
Europe was reorganised, or, in other words, 
unless the Genoa Conference suceceded in ar- 
ranging a pact of peaco, he was coniident that 
within his own lifetime, and certainly within 
the lifetime of younger men than bimsell, 
Europe would again be plunged in a welter of 
blood. 

We triumpbed in. the war, but our triumph 
will not last for ever. If our victory develops 
into oppression, vengeance. will iollow just as 
Germany's action, which started the world war, 
was followed Ly vengeance. 

“We must be just and equitable aud we 
must show restraint, we must realise that the 
nations of Europe are nol on good terms, and 
thet siorms are arising with which we must 
deal. We hoped that the end of the creat 
war meant the end & brute force; but unless 
Europe s problems are solved, there cun be no 
assurance that force has given way to right.”

Mr. de Valera said that when such charges 
had been made by the President it was only 
fair that the assembly and the Irish ple 
should be afforded an opportunity of getting to 
the bottom of the matter, All the correspond- 
ence and memoranda were avatiable and in the 
hands of the present Executive of the Dail, and 
he demanded as a right that this ‘evidence of 
his position in the negotiations should be sifted 
judicially, and that the whole correspondence 
should be published. He demanded that a 
Judicial Committce should be set up, and that 
it. should have an opportunity to sift the evi- 
deuce and examine witnesses. 

The second point was the reference to the 
Ulster question. He was sorry that they hi 
got to reveal their national aiiitude to 
enemies of their countrr. 

Mr, Grifith—Why reveal it:

AN APPOINTMENT 
INVALID. 


————— 


In the Chancery Division, London, yesterday 
Mr. Justice Sargant gave his considered judg- 
ment in the action by Miss Beatrice Dorothea 
Cochrane, daughter of Sir Ernest Cecil Cochraue 
by his first marriage, claiming a declaration 
that an appointment (by deed, dated April 11, 
1912) in her favour ky her father of a sum of 
£25,000, part of w £50,000 legacy under the will 
of Sir Henry Cochrane, was a valid and effectual 
appointment, and that a subsequent appoint- 
meut made by him in 1920 of the whole of the 
£50,000 in favour of all his children was in- 
valid and inoperative in so far as it superseded 
or varied the first appointment. 

The defendants to the attion, besides Sir 
Ernest, were the throe infant children of his 
second marriage, and -the trustees of the will 
of his father, Sir Henry Cochrane—Mr. David 
Francis Moore, Kildare street, Dublin, and Mr. 
James Robertson Ooade, of Carleton, Sandford 
road, Ranclagh, Dublin. 

His Lordship, stating the facts brought out in 
the case, said that in November, 1910, Lady 
Cochrane, of the first marriage, obtained a 
deeree visi dissolving that marriage, and, .by 
terms of settlement of Slst. May, 1921. and 
signed by Sir Ernest and Lady Cochrane, it was 
provided, among other things, that Sir Ernest 
should, by deed irrevocable, appoint, subject te 
his life-time, the sum of £25,000, part of the 
£50,000 legacy from bis father, to the plaintiff 
for her. life, and, after her death to her 
children. A few days later the decree nisi was 
made absolute, and in April, 1912, the appoint- 
ment agreed upon was carried out by deed. 

It was for the infant defendants to show that 
this appointment was made in defraud of their 
intcrests. It was of the highest § im- 
portance. that. the . solemn act com- 
prised in the deed of 1912 should have an 
undoubted prime facie validity, and should 
not be liable to be set aside merely on the 
ground of capriciousness of its contents, or by 
reason of a subsequent appoiutment. The onus 
being on the infant defendants, they sought to 
discharge it by saying that the appointment was 
agreed to be made for the purpose of inducing 
Lady Cocbrane to apply to the Court to make 
the decree absolute, and in the belie? that otber- 
wise she would not make that application, 

The vital question was the state of Sir Ernest's 
mind at the time of signing the settiement, and 
his lordship said that he was convince that Sir 
Ernest thought, rightly or wrongly, that it was 
a necessary condition to his obtaining his. free- 
dom that he should accept the terms of settle- 
ment as presented to him. in May, 1911, inelud- 
ing the terms of the appcintment to be made to 
the plaintifi. 

Could such a bargain stand? In his judg- 
ment the anewer must be in the negative, amt. 
a“ to the actual appoinment, it amounted io 
nothing more than a formal carrying out and 
completion of an. illegitimate agreement to 
aypoint. His lordship. therefore, declared. 
that the appointment of 1912 was invalid and 
void.

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MR. BARTON AND 


THE TREATY. . 
REPLIES TO MR. M. 
COLLINS. 


Mr. Robert Barton, in a letier on the subject 


of statements made by Mr. Collins in answer 
to questions asked at Tralee on Sunday, states 
that, as reported, they give such a false im- 
pression that it is necessary for him to reply 
to them. He takes the first question, viz,, "Ie 
it true that Mr. Coliins and his fellow-delegates 
were. inetFucted, at the meeting of the Dail 
Cabinet on December 2rd, to press the Cabinet 
proposels. known as Document No. 2 once more 
on the British delegation!” and says that Mr. 
Collins stems to suggest that the delegates re- 
turned to London at differcnt times. His reply 
is quoted as follows :— 
“On December 3rd. when they came back, 
they had an all-day sitting of the Cabinet. 
Mr. Barton atid Mr. Childers returned to Lon- 
don that night, and when he returned on the 
féllowing morning, they found that there wae a 
document drafted by Mr. Barton and Mr. 
Childers. to be presented to the ‘British. ft 
embodied, as far as they could, they said, the 
decisions of the Dail Cabinet. That document 
was put before the British, and in that docu- 
mént was de Valera’s oath of allegiance, and 
it was all very well for Mr. Barton, or the 
proprietor of the paper. to say that it was an 
oath put across the table. We put it acrosa the 
table, and we cannot go back of it, and they 
cannot go back of it either.’ 
Mr. Barton states that all five returned to 
London ón the night of December 3rd, arriving 
on tbe morning of the 4th, and adds that 
although a meeting with the British was fixed 
for that afternoon, no attempi, so far as he 
knows, was made by Mr. Collins or Mr. Griffith 
or Mr. Duggan to draft any memorandum to 
carry out the instructions of the Dail Cabinet 
arrived at- the day before when the British 
Dominion scheme’ was definitely turned down. 
He, with Mr. Gavan Duffy and Mr. Childers. 
drafted dufting the morning (December 4th) a 
memorandum of counter-proposafs of which 
Mr. Collins, im a specch in the Dail 
on December 19th, stated, “ Our memotandum 
of Dec. 4th describes, as faithfully as the dele- 
ation conld describe, their impression of the 
‘decisions come to at the Cabinet meeting.” 
Mr. Barton continues :—‘‘ The latter part cf 
Mr. Coilins’s answer ig too incoherent to be 
replied to except for the. warning that if by 
“Mr. de Valera’s oath of allegiance ' is implied 
an oath of allegiance to the Britwsh Crown, the 
suggestion is ridiculously false.’’ 
ealing with the second question: ' Did they 
definitely promise not to sign any document 
promising allegiance to the English Monarch 
without first returning to consult the Cabinet ?”’ 
and Mr..Collins’s reported answer: ** Not one 
of the plenipotentiaries, when they gathered 
together in their own house in London that 
night. ever raised this question whatsoever,”’ 
Mr. Barton says. that the true answer is that 
Mr. Griffith “was asked for, and did definitely 
give, such a promise to the Cabinet. 


ACCURACY DENIED. 


Mr. Barton proceeds io siate that the third 
question was: '“ Having arrived in London 


delinitely refuse to ga to Downing street to 
present the Cabinet prdposals ?”’ and Mr. 
Collins answered: “‘ No, we did not definreiy 
refuse. There are members of the Déil Cabinet 
who will bear me out in this. Fault was tound 
that Mr. Barton was not attending the Con- 
ferences, and when they had this document I 
said; “Go on now, Bob; go ahead and see what 
you can-do.’ That is the reason I did not go, 
and my staying away got better proposals than 
we would get otherwise, because they thought 
that 1 was going to take the field against them 
again.” 

This answer is false, assetts Mr. Barton, who 
adds that in an article in The Republic of Ire- 
land, and in a pamphlet republished from it 
called “ The Truth about the Treaty,’ he has 
already stated the true facts. 

DIARY OF EVENTS. 

Mr. Barton gives the sequence of events on 
December 3, 4, and 5 as follows :—-December 3— 
Meeting of Cabinet and delegates, in Dublin, 
Dominon scheme turned down. Mr. Griffith 
promises not to sign any document giving 
allegiance to the British Crown without rete- 
rence to Dail Eireann.

In the Dublin Police Court yesterday Cyril 
Egan, assistant manager of the Empire Thesaire, 
Dame street, Dublin, was charged with having 
attempted to «murder Alexander Tracey, « 
hackney car driver, of Power's Court, on the 
night of April 9 ai Brighion road, Rathgar, by 
discharging a revolver at him and _ seriously 
wounding him in the chest 

Mr. David O'Flaherty prosecuted. Mr. E. B. 
Burne defended the acensed, and Mr. Eugene 
Collins represented Tracey. 
Inspector O'Keeffe stated that at ithe Meath 
Hospital he saw Tracey, who made a statement 
to him. Mr. Allen fT. Brown, reeident student, 
handed him a bullet winch*he had taken from 
Tracey's clothing. Later witness went to 
Brighton road, Rathgar, where he arrested the 
accused aud cautioned him. The accused 
replied :—** It is all right; it was a pure acci- 
dent. Tiere was no intention to @d any 
harm. In fact, | have only a vague idea of 
what took place.’ ‘ 

The accused was taken io Rathmines Police 
Station, where the charge was entered against 
him, and, after being cautioned, he made and 
signed a statement. Witness asked him for 
the revolver, and the accused handed him a 
Celi automatic revolver. in the magazine of 
which there were six fully-loaded cartridges. 
The bullet which had been handed to him at 
the hospita! would fit the pistol. The safety 
catch of the pistol! was loose. There was uo 
spring on it. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Burne, witness 
agreed that the possible eliect of the safety 
catch being loose would be that if it got caueht 
commg out of a pocket the revolver would 
gv off. 

The statement made by the accused at Rath- 
mines Barrack was:-—‘‘1 wish to sav that the 
whole thing was a pure accident.”’ 

The further hearing of the case was adjourned 
sweéfa fortnight, the accused beine admitted to 
ail.

He referred particularly to the very hich cost 
of transport, and instanced the fact that to 
send one ton of bdr iron to Liverpool costs £2 
os. 4d. to-day, as against 5s. 10d. in July, 
1914, an increase of 187 per cent.; and cimilar 
increases are in force concerning “transport to 
other centres. It would be a great relief to this 
country if the railway companies could bring 
their charges down to a reasonable level. 
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
